Aides said that when Mr. Tru ­ 
man turned loose the long-awaited 
policy change late last night, he 
also had counted on making a si­ 
multaneous announcement that the 
steel strike was over. However, he 
was disappointed by U S. Steel and 
CIO negotiators who were reported 
close to agreement In a late session 
but still short of bridging the final 
gap 
Need Production 
The president said the new policy 
was designed to cope with a recon* 
version situation in which “vitally 
needed production is lagging*’ and 
collective bargaining 
“has broken 
down” in many key industries. 
It calls for these broad changes 
in 
the nation’s approach 
to the 
wage-prire question: 
1. Wage increases must be ap­ 
proved by the National Wage S ta ­ 
bilization Board. And (this board must 
see that they do not exceed the 
pattern of pay boosts In an industry 
or area since V-J —about 18 to 18 
per cent. 
2. Higher price ceilings will be 
granted manufacturers immediately 
—instead of after six months—to 
insure profitable operation after an 
approved wage increase is granted, 
3. OPA Administrator Bowles be­ 
comes director of the re-created of­ 
fice of Economic Stabilization and 
is charged with laying down the 
specific rules for Hie new policy. 
4 Paul A Porter, chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion and a staunch hold-the-line 
man, steps into Bowles’ OPA shoes. 
5 The wartime O ES is revived to 
replace the office of stabilization 
administrator previously headed by 
John C. Collet. As its boss. Bowles

with the latest in electronics, the I 
army came up today with a 30-ton 
monster it calls “the world’s fastest 
calculating machine.” 
Although designed for war, the 
machine holds possibilities of better 
living in peace. 
More accurate weather forecasting, 
improved 
industrial products and 
general advances in science and en­ 
gineering may be made possible, the 
army Ordnance department said last 
night in unveiling the m athem atical 
robot described as 1,000 times faster 
than any other calculating machine 
ever built. 
Known as the "eniac”—for “elec­ 


tronic 
numerical 
integrator 
and 
computer”—this mechanical Einstein 
was designed and constructed for the 
army by scientists of the University 
of Pennsylvania’s Moore School ot 
Electrical Engineering. It 
will be 
formally dedicated tonight. 
Military and university engineers 
said the contraption, which virtually 
fills a large-size room, can solve in 
hours problems that “would take 
years” on any other machine. 
For example, they said, it can com­ 
pute in one second the sum of a five- 
digit number added to itself 5,000 
times. 
The eniac also subtracts, divides, 
multiplies, extracts square roots, and 
does complex equations

Ormy k wcrrd Its physical standards 
for draftees to “the absolute mini­ 
mum" today and called on Selective 
Service to comb over previously re­ 
jected nun to fill its lagging quotas 
By this drastic mf ans the War 
department said It was hoped to 
obtain 250,000 men through

draft during the first five months of 
this year as replacements for the 
army’s thinning ranks. 
Selective Service officials said they 
believed the demand could bo met 
from a fn»ol of men who had bern 
rated as qualified for limited serv­ 
ice but previously turned down bv 
the army. These men are a moor 
approximately 1.250,000 between 16 
and 25, most of whom had been 
classified 4-F for physical or menial 
reasons. 
Speed Navy Discharges 
Men with “mental deficiencies, 
mild in degree," men with certain 
types of hernia and those who stam­ 
mer or stutter will be taken unde 
j the lowered standards, which the 
War department termed “the ab­ 
solute minimum requirements for 
any type of military service." 
Meanwhile, the navy and marine 
corps announced further cuts in dis­ 
charge points to speed the release 
!of some I HS .OOO officers and men, 
The navy's cuts, with some ex­ 
ceptions will be one point each 
April 15 and May 2 for male offict rs 
and men and one point on 
May 2 
for WAVE officers and enlisted per­ 
sonnel and members of the navy 
nurse corps. 
The marine score Will he lowered 
three points March I for male offi­ 
cers and men only.

result in the formation of classes, 
depending upon the type of instruc­ 
tion sought by the individual traln.ee 
It mav be given by classes when 
general farm management Is sought 
and it is possible to group several 
trainees. It may be individual where 
special training is sought by the 
veteran. 
Teachers of vocational agriculture 
will provide the instruction, and 
will receive $2 an hour, to be pain 
by the local school board, which. In 
turn, will br reimbursed by Ute 
Veterans’ Bureau. Five cents a mile 
will be paid for travel to and from 
farms for the necessary supervision 
of the veterans in their application 
of their classroom instruction. The 
school district may receive from the 
Veterans’ Bureau as much as $5 per 
week for the use of classroom, elec­ 
tricity, janitor service, heat, etc. 
WHI Certify Farms 
'mc course (rf instruction to be 
given will be prepared by the teacher 
of agriculture, with the assistance 
oi the county supervisor of voca­ 
tional agriculture. Tile instruction 
will be determined by the previous 
experience of the trainee and the 
type of farming he wishes to do. 
The county supervisor will certify 
the training center, which will in­ 
clude the farm where the trainee 
Is located as well as the school 
where the training is given. 
I 
Other details determined at to­ 
day’s meeting included: the farmer 
selected must agree to give the 
trainee a cross-section of all farm­ 
ing operations in the type of farm­ 
ing he desires: the farm selected 
must be agreeable to the trainee; 
the trainee must be acceptable to 
the farmer: the farmer may pay 
the trainee what he thinks his serv­ 
ices are worth; the Veterans’ Bu­ 
reau will make up the difference 
between what the trainee is paid 
and the prevailing rate of pay in 
the county for skilled farm labor;

'Hie subscription list of the Service Edition has dwindled to 
less than IOO lroni a peak total oi more than 4,000 during the war 
years. 
Now, with the cessation ct hostilities more than bix m onths 
old, and the persistent acute shortage of newsprint, Hie depleted 
press-run makes it economically unsound to continue publication. 
Present subscribers are invited to consider subscribing to the daily 
Gettysburg Tim es at the prevailing rate of fifty cents per month. 
The Gettysburg Times inaugurated tile Service Edition to service 
men and women early in 1940 when the daily newspaper was sent 
to all those countians iii service, with the com pliments of the pub­ 
lishers. Later the War department and the Post Office department 
restricted tile paper to camps and bases within the United States, 
unless subscribed to and paid for by the recipient or his or her 
family. T he Navy department later followed suit. However, Tile 
Times continued »o go forward to men and women all over the 
world, so great w'as the demand for the “home town paper.” 
Since the collapse of Germany and Japan and the discharge 
of hundreds of countians the Service Edition has gradually dwindled 
to less than IOO.
